Toronto, Out., May 24. — Tlio Victoria Day crowd 
at Woodbine exceeded in |Kiint of numbers that of 
the opening day of the meeting. Over ltl.tltKl per- 
sons, were within the enclosure and the splendid 
program provided by the Ontario Jockey Club fur- 
nished stirring sport. The eard was made up of 
seven races, with the Toronto Cup, the Victoria 
Stakes and the Woodbine Steeplechase as t lie stellar 
attractions. The Toronto Cup is one of the richest 
races run in Canada, and every year it brings out a 
high-class held of racers. There were eleven start- 
lers in today’s race. King James and Firestone being 
withdrawn and Olambala milled. The race was OM 
of the best contests of high-class thoroughbreds ever 
witnessed in Canada, the finish resolving itself into 
a duel between two three-year-olds. The Nigger and 
Zeus, in which the former won by a nose. Zeus ran 
coupled with Fitz Herbert as the S. ('. Hildreth 
entry and with a better boy in the saddle he probably 
would have won. The Nigger was fortunate in get- 
ting away with the leaders and was in close pursuit 
of Plate Glass to the stretch turn, where he moved 
up and took command. He was under pressure 
throughout the llnal furlong and displayed great 
gameness in the final drive. Zeus met with early 
interference, as did also Cliff Edge, which finished 
third. Doth horses closed with great courage and 
Cliff Edge was going fastest of all at the end. 
Fitz Herbert was a forward contender for about 
seven furlongs, then he tired and lifth was his |fosi- 
tion at the finish, olambala was Ml a factor tl 
any singe, trailing along in the rear until well into 
the homestretch. The mile and an eighth was run 
in 1:52, which equaled the track record for tin* dis 
tanee. Mr. Hildreth had won this stake with King 
James in IttOtt and 1910. and had lie repeated today 
the eup would have become Ids property. The west- 
ern turfman hud t letter 1 nek in other races in 
which lie had a starter. Novelty, making his first 
appearance of the season in the Flash Purse, won 
easily by a half dozen lengths in 1:05*. which 
equaled the Canadian record for the distance made 
liy Sewell at Fort Erie, August 2ti. 1909. 

The Itelmont stable, which appears to have tieen 
in poor form since coming to Canada, lost a race 
today after its entry. Vestibule, had finished lirsr. 
Vestibule was an added starter in the Victoria Stakes. 
At the sixteenth post lie Imre over io tile inside and 
interfered with Little Pal. Jockeys Shilling and 
Burns both claimed foul against tlm winner and it 
was allowed. The change in placing gave the purse 
to Albert Simons' Moisaut, Little Pal being placed 
second and New River third.

The latter was worked witli Charles 
Pfeister’s Ilypnos, winner of t lit* Itaden Bmlen Stee- 
plechase two years in sit cess inn. and beat him in a 
canter. Be Mund broke ten lengths back of ilypnos 
and was pulling up to him until the last eighth. 
He is said to ho the most brilliant fencing prospect 
in France. Snnetus is going along well. Do Mund 
will make Itis iirst start through the field on June 
lit. 

The bonks for the spring meeting of the Montreal 
Jockey Club. June .’! to June Id. arrived this morn- 
ing. 'They met with the general approval of the 
horsemen and will help to attract good horses to 
Blue Bonnots.

These trains will carry 
the lies! of the horses from Woodbine to the eastern 
city. The Montreal Jockey Club’s representative 
was among the visitors at the track- today arrang- 
ing for the stabling. There are some GOO stalls at 
Blue Bonnets ready for occupancy and this will ac- 
commodate all that will lie shipped. 

As Saturday, June 3 is a holiday in the Dominion, 
a great many lovers of the thoroughbreds will go 
to .Montreal for the opening of the meeting at Blue 
Bonnets. Special rates have been advertised on 
both railroads.

BR0WNE-P0TTER LITIGATION COMPROMISED. 

New York. May 24. — Tlie differences which existed 
between Grant Hugh Browne, owner of tlie Brown- 
leigh Park Stalile. and Robert II. McCarter Potter, 
owner of the Bequest Stud, have Iw-en settled amic- 
ably. Six years ago Mr. Potter sold Royal Slag 
and another stallion, together with a dozen brood- 
mares. to Mr. Browne for $12,500. Mr. Browne paid 
$2,500, after looking over the breeding of the collec- 
tion. Several days .later the horses were shipped 
from Mr. Potter’s establishment In Sussex County. 
N. .T.. to the stml that Mr. Browne was forming 
at Goshen. Orange County. N. Y. The thoroughbreds 
did not come up to Mr. Browne’s idea of what they 
should be when they arrived at Goshen. lie informed 
Mr. Potter what he thought of the conformation and 
condition of the horses and further stated that the 
deal would he off as far as he was concerned. Tiie 
result was a law suit. Mr. Potter suing for $10. (too. 
Tlie ease was tried before a jury in February, 1907, 
al Goshen. Mr. Potter was awarded a verdict. 
The ease did not eml there, for Mr. Browne carried 
the matter to the Court of Appeals, which body 
granted a new trial. This new trial was due to be 
placed on tlie calendar recently, tint to avoid further 
litigation ail agreement lias been reached by which 
Mr. Browne pays Mr. Potter $0,000 in settlement of 
his claim.

DEAD HEAT AT LOUISVILLE 

COLSTON AND HAZEL BURKE PASS FINISH 
LINE IN RACE ON EVEN TERMS. 

Second Instance of Kind Since Recent Installation of 
Pari-Mutuel System in Kentucky — White 
Wool Scores in Handicap. 



Louisville, Ky.. May 24. — Though the eard was 
devoid of special attraction, the attendance at 
Churchill Downs this afternon remained remarkably 
good and interesting s|wirt developed, including a 
dead heat between Colston and Hazel Burke for 
Iirst money in the opening race, the second instance 
of tlie kind since tin- inauguration of tin- mutucl 
style of betting in Kentucky. The former dead 
heat was between Hyperion II. and Gypsy King. 
There was a good deal of interest as to how Hie 
money would be pro-rated on the winning horses. 
The old rule governed, the iwwil being split between 
them after the original money bet on tlie pair had 
been deducted. The thrilling stretch struggle be- 
tween the pair brought the onlookers to their feet 
in a frenzy of excitement. The contending racers 
had forged away from their opponents by fully ten 
lengths on the stretch turn and during the final 
eighth they measured strides on even terms, neither 
seemingly aide to gain an Inch with the riders ply- 
ing their whips in vigorous fashion. They lla-lied 
past the finish practically locked and the judges 
award of a dead heat was greeted with loud ap- 
plause.

Lcaraence and l’etrouius 
fought it out for second place, the former triumph- 
ing over liis eastern rival in the last stride. 

TIu- colors of ("apt. E. B. Cassatt were carried, to 
victory for tlie first time on this track when Be 
led home the band of juveniles engaged in the fifth 
race. _ The winner was an outsider in tlie betting 
and lightly regarded, most of the speculation in the 
rare centering on Fnmeiir, Fpriglit. IMiant and John 
Robert. Fuiueur was the only one of these to get 
a portion of the purse by landing third money. 

The closing dash brought with it a mishap for 
jockey Walcott, who fell from Tom Bigbee. Luckily 
nothing more serious than a bad shaking up and a 
lacerated tongue was sustained by the rider. The 
horse escaped unhurt. The mishap came while the 
field was about to turn into the stretch, with Toni 
Bigbee occupying a forward position. Labold was 
then in tlie lead, but tiring fast, and it appeared 
as if Tom Bigliee was steered on Hie heels of tlio 
tiring leader, which accounted for his fall. Taboo, 
an overwhelming favorite, passed into the lead 
shortly after entering the stretch and won as her 
rider pleased. Labold managing to retain second 
place, with Otiio third. 

The speedy American Girl upset the calculations 
of some of tlie smart set by taking the purse in 
easy fashion in the second race. It was the theory 
of some that five-eighths was beyond the filly’s en- 
durance and so they backed B.atwa to l«-at her. 
Thomas, who rode the latter, has grown timid and 
liis failure to get away in a forward position caused 
tlie rider to take hack to a rear position in antici- 
pation of interference, with the result that he was 
never in the running. 

Al Muller, showing sudden improvement over re- 
cent essays, made a runaway of tlie third race, for 
which l’arkvlew was hacked almost to file exclusion 
of tlie others. The Joplin racer retired lmdi.v beaten 
at tlie last furlong post after having been in closest 
pursuit of tlie winner. Star Blue, finishing gamely, 
look second place from Ilompie. 

There was a good bit of rough l-iiling this after- 
noon. caused by the diminutive and incompetent 
boys that are given the opportunity of riding at the 
lighter weights. 

Jockeys C. Turner. Glass and Dunn were each 
sns|>ended six days by the starter for disobedience 
at the post.
